' here had cleared 2,045 tobacco 
checks so far during the selling 
season lor a total of $1,588,196.16. 

On the same day last year a 
total of 1,749 checks had cleared 
for a toUl ot $1,071,963.56. Thus 
this year’s income in the same 
selling days has exceeded last 
year’s by $56,213.00. 

Most observers now are pre¬ 
dicting this year’s crop will far 
exceed last year’s and will prob¬ 
ably exceed the all-time record 
crop of 1951 when the county’s 
burley income reached $2,393,- 
250.00. 

Morgan county burley. like 
most other mountain tobacco, is 
bringing premium prices, on all 
markets where it is sold. On the 
average, Morgan burley is bring¬ 
ing from $5 to $15 a hundred 
more than the state-wide aver- 
I age.

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PEACE AT CHRISTMAS 

Headlines tell of impending wars, of strife 
among nations and violence and greed among 
individuals. 

Against this background it is ironic to hear 
the words of the carols echoing the ancient mes¬ 
sage, “Peace on earth, to men of good will.” A 
skeptical man might a.sk: “Where is there peace, 
where are there men of good will?” 

Yet the promise of peace made so long ago is 
still valid for those who will accept it with faith 
and hope. Peace, after all. means more than an 
absence of war between nations; it is a descrip¬ 
tion of the state of a man’s soul. Men who have 
lived their lives without knowing war have died 
without ever experiencing true peace, while oth¬ 
ers who have known nothing but turmoil in their 
lives have found peace in the very heart of battle. 

This is the peace which the world cannot 
give. It is the peace that must be sought with 
hearts cleansed of hate, envy and suspicion. If 
we look constantly to the ideals of Bethlehem we 
will find the way of peace. 


STRESS SEEN CAUSE OF MOST DISEASE 

Stress may be the common cause of almost 
all disease, from a heart attack to a mild case of 
asthma, writes J. D. Ratcliff in the January 
Reader’s Digest. 

The stress theory of human ills was first pro¬ 
posed by Dr. Hans Selye of Montreal, a research¬ 
er almost unknown to the public though since 
1945 he has headed the University of Montreal’s 
Institute of Experimental Medicine and Surgery. 


The theory has had essential support in the doc¬ 
tor’- own experiments with animal.-. 

“If future events prove this concept correct," 
says the Journal of the .American Medical Asso¬ 
ciation. “It will be one of the most significant 
medical advances of this century.” 

Selye holds that the principal job of the pi¬ 
tuitary and adrenal glands, and the hormones 
they secrete and distribute, is to adapt the body 
to all kinds of stress. Attempting to adjust to 
the constant hurry and worry of present-day life, 
glands pour out excess hormones to keep the 
body going. For a while they succeed, but in the 
end the defense mechanism itself breaks down. 
•Arteries harden, blood pressure rises, heart dis¬ 
ease dvelops, arthritis strikes. 

“The apparent cause of illness.” Selye says, 
“is often an infection, an intoxication, nervous 
exhaustion or merely old age. But actually a 
breakdown of the hormonal-adaptation system 
appears to be the most common ultimate cause 
of death.” 

By injecting overdoses of certain hormones 
into rats. Selye has produced some of the worst 
diseases afflicting man: heart and kidney disease, 
high blood pressure, diabetes. Reasoning that 
otner normones would counteract tnese ills, Selye 
undertook further experiments. The resuits 
foreshadowed .ACTH and cortisone five years 
before their discovery, Ratcliff says. 

If Selye’s concept proves true, the day may 
come when people will get periodic checks of 
chemical balance just as they now get checks of 
metabolism, blood pressure and urine. If hor¬ 
mones can restore an imbalanced body to nor¬ 
mal Selye “sees no reason why our life span 
shouldn't be upped to 109 years or more.” 


HOW TO HELP COMMUNISM 

Anyone looking for a good way to help Com¬ 
munism should consider the sermon lately de¬ 
livered by Rabbi Bernard J. Bamberger of New 
York City. If he were a Communist, he would, 
he says, try to delay and sabotage the recent 
Supreme Court decision against segregation In 
the schools. He would use spy hunts to attack 
and destroy the morale of government employes. 
He would stir up suspicion and ill will among 
our different groups. 

He would do as much harm as possible to free 
speech and writing, and attack all views dif'er- 
ing from his own as pro-Communist and sub¬ 
versive. He would encourage individual and 
group selfishness by demands for higher profits 
and wages, regardless of the national interest. He 
would resist financial aid to our allies and to 
backward nations. 

All these methods have been employed, either 
singly or together, by many prominent spokes¬ 
men. They may not know it, but they are advo¬ 
cating policies which could greatly harm the 
United States.

A HISTORY OF CANEY 

Walnut Grove-Pin Hook I 
(By Astor Barker) 

About thirteen miles from West 
Lberty on Ky 191 where Brushy 
Fork flows into Caney Creek is a 
small village with Ky 1000 run¬ 
ning Elast off Ky 191 to form the 
main street. Many of the older 
residents remember it as Walnut ^ 
Grove and Pin Hook. 

Before the days of the black- , 
toped highways that run through 
the village, this was a bustling' 
iiuiL- town creaieu uy uie cuai i 
and oil boom in the surronding I 
territory j 

Troy Blankenship relates that | 
he remembers going to school in ; 
an old log school house which i 
slood near the creek in the rear 
of where Luther Reed now lives. 
Later a two-story school building 
was built on the north side of 
town and was later replaced by 
a S-riKim frame building where | 
I attended school about thirty ‘ 
years ago and had as teachers, | 
Oibel Ratliff and Zola Haney, i 
This building was destroyed by, 
fire a few years ago and the ^ 
Caney District was consolidated. 
wtih Cannel City. 

John Patton was one of the 
early teachers at Caney, Jesse 
Morris also taught. In later years 
J. F. Benton. Grant Hammond. 
Lester Stacy. Mr. and Mrs. Glenn 
McClain and many others taught ' 
here. Many younger teacher- 


■ had some of their first exjier- 
' ience here, some of whom are 
' still teaching in this county. Ot- 
I hers have gone now in other 
1 professions. 

The first Church that some of 
the older residents went to was 
the Walnut Grove Regular Bap¬ 
tist Church which people came 
from miles around to hear prea¬ 
ching by Jim Wheeler, Green 
Stacy, J. L. Ferguson, Judge Wm. 
Lykins and others. 

Association time and the June 
meeting were the big events for 
the church goers. I have heard 
I some of the old timers tell of how 
I horses, wagons, and buggies 
I were hitched along all the streets 
and side roads at June meeting 
time. 

The Walnut Grove Church was 
later moved to Stacy Fork where 
most of its members lived. The 
old building 1$ now occupied by 

I Church and on a low point at 
the back of the church is the old 
Caney cemetary where many of 
the early settlers are buried. 
Many of the graves are hard to 
find. But thanks to the effort of 
I Rev. Wardie Craft and some 
I school boys. A huge white cross 
I marks the final Baptist Minister 
in the hills of Eastern Kentucky. 

When the Caney valley rail- 
I road ran its tracks from Cannel 
I City on down the valley, the 
I town grefw and prospered. While 
coal was being mined and oil 
was struck Caney became full 
grown and was incorporated, 
having a police force and lum¬ 
ber yards came into being, mak- i 
ir.g use of the valuable vergin' 
timber that covered the hillsides. I 
Kiser Day built a hotel which i 
later burned down. Sam Reed ' 
erected another hotel which is I 
now the home of his daughters.; 
Merlyn Preston. 

The Methodist built a church 
with Rev. Dickie as its pastor. ' 

Faternal orders were organized, | 
including the Masonic Orler, i 
Oddfellows. Junior Order, and , 
Red Men all of which have' 
ceased to function except the 
Masonic Order. 

Many business houses sprang j 
up making the town a [lopular 
shaf>ping center. Stores in operat¬ 
ion at one time were. Kiser Day, 
Jack Lykins. John Day. John 
Watson, B. Howard, L. C Wiliam. 
W. HoII.day and Ollie Brown. 
The Frrmers and Merchants 
Bank was established with Logan 
Hammond as Cashier. The town 
also had a barber shop which at I 
one time was operated by Willie 
Reed who now lives at Salyers- 
ville. 

At one time tht Caney voting 
precinct covered a large territory 
including Wheelrim Fork of John¬ 
son and before the days of the 
secret ballot the people all voted 
by lining up on the sides of the 
street for their favorite candidate 
and many a fight was started 
by someone deciding to change 
sides at the last moment. 

After many prosperous years. 
Caney quit growing. The famous 
Kentucky Black Cannel Coal 
of near-by Cannel City slowed 
down. The oil and gas companies | 
quit pumping and with the dep- I 
ression of the 30’s property had' 
changed hands. Many stores had 
were the old doctors, among whom i 
were Doctors Gevedon, McClure. 
Young Wheeler, Nickell and Con- | 
ley. And the area was served 
by Dr. Whitaker from Cannel 
City, and Dr. Ed Watson was the 
dentist. 

The railroad depot where J ; 
D. Benton wes agent, closed its, 
doors and the railroad pulled ! 
its steel. 

Oscar Arnett gained possess-. 
ion of a lot of the land the town ' 
once st(K>d on and he and Jimmy 
Harper operated a general store 
and later sold out all their prop- ! 
erty to Luther Reed, the other ^ 
merchant in town, and moved 
to Winchester. Mr. Reed bought ; 
other property and today he and , 
his son operate a modern general' 
store and a large farm. 

Henry Lykins operates another 
store at the building where edi¬ 
tor Bernard Whitt’s father once 
lived. 

If the old timers could return 
today they wouldn’t know the old 
town; for where once stood the 
homes of many former citizens, 
now grow burley tobacco and tall 
■•«m. Besides the stores there are 
yet several dwellings and a post 
office with Carl Benton as post¬ 
master, and the Masonic Hall

Mt. Sterling officers last Friday 
arrested Corbett Gibson, 31, of 
the Caney section of Morgan 
county charged In Fayette county 
with attempted murder following 
the explosion of a bomb at the 
home of his ex-wife Thursday In 
Lexington. 

His ex-wife, Mrs. Phyllis Jean 
Gibson was unharmed by the 
bomb explosion. 

Gibson’s examining trial 1 n 
Lexington has been re-set for 
Dec. 30 arid he is being held in 
lieu of $10,000 bond. 

A search for Gibson started on 
Thursday morning when a home¬ 
made “bomb”—two or more dy¬ 
namite sticks in a cardboard hmr 
—exploded, killing two dogs in 
the back yard of a Royster Road 
home in larxington where Mrs 
Gibson was a roomer. 

Morgan county officers tailed 
to find Corbit Gibson, 31-year-old 
mechanic, at home when they at¬ 
tempted to serve him with the 
warrant changing attempted mur¬ 
der 

Gibson was named in the war¬ 
rant sworn by Mrs. Phyllis Jean 
Gibson. She also obtained an or¬ 
der for a $5,000 peace bond 
against her former husband. 

Officers quoted her as saying 
Gibson had “threatened to kill 
me and the man I am going 
with.” 

The Gibsons who were married 
in 1943, hare two children and 
were divorced last Nov. 12. She 
charged cruelty and he counter¬ 
claimed cruelty 

Mrs. Gibson said she found a 
package containing the dynamite 
bomb in her mailbox. Postal In¬ 
spectors were brought into the 
case, since It it illegal to put any¬ 
thing but mail into mailboxes 

Mrs Gibson, a waitress, said 
she became suspicious because 
her name but no address was on 
the package. She said she cut 
the string carefully and lifted one 
end of the box—putting it in the 
yard as soon as she two sticks of 
dynamite 

County detectives who came t.i 
Investigate said there pnibabh 
were two more sticks of dyna¬ 
mite and a battery In the bot¬ 
tom of the box. They believed 
the bon;b was set to explode 
when the end opposite the one 
lifted bv Mrs Gibson was raised 

While the officer* were in the 
house, two dogs apparently *e' 
off the bomb, killing the dog' and 
shattering two windows but not 
hurting anyone. 

Mrs Gibson, who was granted 
custody of the couple's 5-year- 
old son and 3-year-old daughtei 
said Gibson “never did strike me 
although he has threatened me 
He always was good to the chil¬ 
dren ” 

She added that Gibson came 
here to her mother's home six 
weeks ago and got the -nn by 
.saying Mrs. Gibson had raid he 
could take the child Three week- 
later, she said, he got the little 
girl by tha same method.

air pass through the rooms. 

Her early illness, according to 
authorities, probably is the most 
important link to her long life. 

Aunt Jeston clings strongly to 
“dear-conscience” as being im¬ 
portant. “Even when I was a 
child I always knew a right and 
a wrong. I sometimes had to 
spank each of my hands for try¬ 
ing to get the other into mis¬ 
chief." 

Another fallacy she disproves 
is that pipe smoking is a detri- 
menbt to health. She has smoked 
a pipe for more than eighty-five 
years. 

Aunt Jeston has lived all her 
life in the mountains of Virginia 
and Kentucky, and much of the 
early years were during the 
“ghost and Hants” vogue. “I was 
never afraid of anything,” she 
said, “and I guess if I'd seen a 
hant or a ghast. I'd of reached 
out to shake its hand. 

"I can tell you this much, 
though. If folks'd fear words of 
an evl tongue like they do Hants 
and ghost.s. they'd be a heap bet¬ 
ter off.” 

Times change, customs change, 
declares Aunt Jeston. and a body 
should keep up with them. 

As proof of the above, she is 
enjoying some products of a new 
era, namely; a dial telephone, 
television, and a fancy new wom¬ 
an’s pipe. 

When Aunt Jeston made her 
oft-quoted remark, “I cannot re¬ 
call an unkindness ever offered 
me.” some thought this was the 
key to old age. Followers of this 
line of thinking say she has com¬ 
plete control over her sub-con¬ 
scious and will not allow unkind 
thoughts to dwell long therein. 

In April 1953 Aunt Jeston fell 
and fractured her hip. Most peo¬ 
ple agreed that to set the bone 
might hasten her demise, as might 
•nj'H'tions of penicillin. So .\unt 
Jeston went to bed permanently. 
The bed was no stranger to her, 
she was in a good home with her 
son, Monroe and family, she had 
her daughter, Luetta Byrd with 
her, and everything she wanted 
or needed she had. She was Con¬ 
or needed. She was contented. 

When we visited her recentl.v 
we found her looking even bet¬ 
ter than when she was ninety- 
nine. She still had a sparkle in 
her eyes, talked at length about 
any subject, held our hand so 
tightly it hurt, and told us she 
was enjoying life and was willing 
to live longer if the Lord was 
willing. 

“I’ve been a poor man's daugh¬ 
ter, a poor man’s wife, and a poor 
mAn’s rriofhpr hut TV#* 
been rich in the things of life 
that count,"

CONGRESSIONAL REPORT CITES DANGER' Recreational Honor 

FROM THE NEO-FASCIST HATE GROUPS 


Fascists Dangerous 
As Reds As Threat 
To A Democracy 

WASHINGTON. Dec. 15—The 
staff of the House Un-American 
Activities Committee has pre¬ 
pared a report charging that right 
wing “hate groups” are exploit¬ 
ing the Communist issue “to pro¬ 
mote other activities equally as 
subversive and equally un-Ameri¬ 
can.” 

The report, which still is await¬ 
ing committee approval, urges the 
Justice Department to prosecute 
one of these groups under the 
Smith Act forbidding any con¬ 
spiracy to overthrow the Gov¬ 
ernment by force. 

It said subversion cannot be 
combated by subversion, and 
that advocate of Fascism, as 
well as of Communism, are of 
“srave concern ' to the commit¬ 
tee. 

“Those who would support the 
extreme right today do as great 
violence to our democratic insti¬ 
tutions as those nn the extreme 
left.” the report said. The ap¬ 
pearance of “neo-Fastist organi¬ 
zations and methods in the post¬ 
war period can only serve to im¬ 
pede the intelligent, united effort 
necessary in the current life-and- 
death struggle with Communism.” 

The report was prepared at the 
direction of committee members. 

The report said the committee’s 
investigations disclosed that the 
right-wing activity falls into two 
patterns: 

“1—The neo-Fascist organiza¬ 
tion which openly espouses a 
Fascist regime for the United 
States. 

“2—^The hate group, which mas¬ 
querades as a defender of our 
republican form of government 
yet conducts hate campaigns 
against racial and religious mi¬ 
norities in the infamous tradition 
of the Fascist dictatorships.” 


The report said Fascism and 
Communism are “basically Incom¬ 
patible with American princi¬ 
ples. Both, it said, seek to de¬ 
stroy our constitutional govern¬ 
ment and to supplant it with a 
Godless dictatorship in which the 
individual becomes a slave of the 
state. I 

“Both derive strength by divid- j 
ing their opposition—Commun¬ 
ism choosing to set class against 
class, while Fascism incites racial 
and religious discord,” the report 
said. 

The report singled out lor 
special criticism the National | 
Party, asserting that its program ' 
and propaganda were “virtually 
borrowed wholesale” from fascist 
and Nazi dictators. 

It said the Renaissance Party 
includes establishment of a Fis- 
cist corporate economy in this 
country as a substitute for par¬ 
liamentary government; preser¬ 
vation of the “white Aryan” by 
gradual deportation of the “un- 
assimiliable,” and denial of citi-' 
zenship and other rights to Jews. | 

The report also singled out the 
semi-monthly paper. Common 1 
Sense, publish^ by the Chris-1 
tian Educational .‘Gsociation in { 
Union, N. J. The report said that | 
anti-Semitism is the chief stock 
in trade of Common Sense. 

The report said Common Sense 
identifies itself as “the nation’s 
anti-Communist paper,” and in¬ 
vites subscriptions from “loyal 
and patriotic Americans” in or¬ 
der to “help save our republic.” 

“Such patriotic appeals pio- 
vlde poor disguise, however, for 
some of the most vitriolic hate 
propaganda ever to ronse to the 
attention of the cemmittee,” the 
report said. "Common Sense 
defines Communism as “Juda¬ 
ism” and des’otes its pages al- ^ 
most exclusively to attacks on i 
the Jewish and to a lesser ex- | 
tent the Negro minority of our I 
population.”
